was commitred by them for along time rogether; yet through 
all was the Word of Life preached, and ſupplication made unto. 
the Lord in Prayer by bis ſervant; in which time ſome bloud 
wasfpiit bythe hands of che wicked, and then- an envious man 
for behind him, and ran violently upon him to throw him down 
fromthe Table where he ſtood, and others ſtood ready to lay 
hands upon him co pull him aways and got hold of his- garment 
andrenc itz. but-rhe Lord delivered him out of« their hams, and 
inall this.time'none in Government appeared to. order the,peo- 


ple in peace, only one Chriſtopher Wilſon (an Alderman 'in the 


Town) came into che Meeting, and at his firſt coming in, he did a 
little rebuke ſome of them; but after he departed { which was in 
alittle time ) they were heightned in their wickedneſs, and dida- - 
bidein much rudenels fora long tine together, and then the Lord 
appeared-and brought them down, that they ſtood inapretty ſtill- 
neſs until the Lords Servant had born forth his Teſtimony in che 
power of his ſpirit, and the Meeting broke up m pretty order ; fo- 
after aſeaſon of time, the bowels of Compallicn opened towards 
the peopteaganryand another Meeting was appointed at the ſame 
place, the Keepers the Houſe ( whoſe Name is Thomas Ailsby ) be- 
yas free thereuntc:; and irwas ordered upon the 11th day of the 
$oth Monch, 1659. being thefirſt day of the Week, at which time 
the Lord brought many of his People together, who' in his fear 
waxing,* aminiſtration was given in his power, and the Truth of 
God was:dectared for a ſeaſon of time; but the Enmity grew ſo 
ſtrong in the wicked who then was gathered together, that the

withour, that ſuch things were thrown amongſt us by them,which 
in the miſchief of their hearts:they had invented, as brake forth 
into violent burnings; and one Thomas Heaps an Apothecary in the

thisGone, .and:we ſtill kept togetherin the fear of the Lord, then 
they began to-pull: us down» from our ſtandings with much vio- 
lence, and ſuch a Tumult was then made by them'for a lang time 
togetheras cannot beexprefled; ſome.pulling us down-and puſh- 
ing us about, others got upon the heads of Women and fate upon. 
them, ochers throwing Forms and Stools about to do miſchief, 
and others pulling off our Hats and caſting them away,ſo as ſome 
were loſt. | 2, ub 
Afcer this came J/iliam Hobman called Mayor, William Martin 
and Benjamine Wilſon called Aldermen 3 : and when they came a- 
mongſ the rude mulcitude, the Mayor enquired of them, where 
thoſe were that made ſucha diſturbance, and asked what we did 
there ? and:why we did not get ws gone ? and why the man received us 
to his Houſe ? And laid to ſomeFriends, That if: we would not be gone, 
if they kyockt us on the head, we might take the mends on our own hands 
and then he, and the Aldermen with hin, came to the door where 
we were in peace together, and his eyes beheld us ſo 3 Then at the 
door a Friend-met him, and told him, That if he had the Government 
. of that Place, hewas to order the peoplein peace : To which the Mayor +» 
Replyed, There was ſuch a diſturbance made, and the Town was of ſuch 
an Uproar that it was unpoſible for any Magiſtrate in England to quiet + 
them but he was come to proteG} us from them, if then we would depart 
out of the Town : So Anſwer was given him by a Friend, That we were 
. ordered thither by the Lord, aud as. we had freedom in the Lord we ſhould

depart, and it was the Lord that protefied us : whereupon the Mayor | 


Replied, We were ap-ople that juſtified our: ſelves : It was Anſwered 4 
him, That we denyed our ſelves and were juſtifi2d by the Lord, and if we . 


were of the world, the world would love its own : The Mayor Replied, : 


He did not underſtand that ; but if we would then go, He was there ready 
to protect ws, but if we would not, ye might take what followed. 

How unlike was this:man'to the Ruler of the Synagogue, who 
when Pauland others with him were ordered into the Synagogue, 
they ſent unto them, ſaying, Ye mcn and brethren, if ye have any 
word of Exhortution for the people, ſyon, Ats.13.15., They wentinto 
the Synagogue, and this liberty was given them by the Rulers ; 
but the Ruler of Newark, came unto us where:we were in peace to- 
 gecher, and enquired what we did there ? and why we did not get us + 
gone ? ſaying, If they knockt us in yy head, we might take the mendso# 
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ouf own hands if we would 10: be gone, Here was not liberty given for 


3 "a wordof Exhortation'to be ſpoken unto the people, nor liberty 


co abide, bur in danger to beknockt in the head; This is a ſhame 
fora Ruler to be ſo void of underſtanding as to know his place no 
better. 

Sothis Ruler departed, and the Aldermen with him, and lefe 
' therude Mulcicude in the height of their fury, and ſtrengthned 
themin ir, and (as it was affirmed by many of them) command- 
_edtodriveus out of the Town,which they ſtood ready to perform, 
and ſo came and broke in upon us, as the Truch was declaring a- 
mongſt us, and got to the far end ef the Room, and violently 
thruſt us down both Men and Women, and ſome was buffetted 
there; and when they had thruſtus down the ftairs,the Mulcitude 


had ſet themſelves to execute the miſchief of their hearts, many 


of them had gor ſtaffs in their hands, and had ſet themſelves like 
a.lane for along: wly together, and violently fell upon us with 
ſore ſtripes, buffertings, knocking down, throwing down, bunching 
and toning, that ſome#had their teeth knockt our, ſome their faces 
beat into blackneſſe, Womens head-cloaths pulled off from their 
* heads, and bloud ſpilt, the execution of which Cruelty cannot 
be expreſſed, nor the ſtripes and blowes ( that then were laid up- 
on the nnocent)numbred; and this was for a longtime together 
executed upon above an hundred of us, whoſe perſons were all 
mnch exerciſed in this great ſuffering and cruel perſecution, and 
ſome had their Bridles and Saddle-girths cut, that abour one 
Friend there was above twenty Knives all drawn together; And 
through all this our God appeared.to: preſerve life, and our deli- 
verance was by his own arm , Praifes and Glory be unto him for 
eVer. | 

And this Cruelty was exerciſed upon that day which they call 
their Sabbath, and in that very time in which ſome of them were 
at their profeſſed Worſhip. Andthis was ſuffered and: encouraged 
by him who in his place ſhonld have ſettled the people in quiet- 
nefle and peace; yet there was a few appeared in lome moderati- 
on, and one Francs Fitz-Wiliams an Alderman was made ſervy;ce- 
able to many: Friends in taking off the wicked from . exereifing 
cheir Cruelty to the full; and his Compaſſion did much appear 
| towards the patient ſufferers; and they did not ceale their Cruel- 
| _ ty whilſtany of us were left in the Town,. enly oue that did:a- 
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And thus did the Beaſt wi diLoon puſh and make War wth = 

the Lambs,who in their innocency are juitified in the fight of Godz | 
and this is given forth that Truth may be cleared, and the work- 
ers of iniquity may ſee themſelves, and come toRepentance before 
the fierceneſs of the wrath of God take ho]d upon them; There- 
fore all you people of the Town of Newark, who had any hand 
in this deſparate wickedneſſe, or whole hearts were joyned by - 
conſent, Kepent of your evil-doings from high to low, for you 
are all proved, and your way is tryed,. and your work is curſed, 
and the wrath of the Lord is kindled againſt you;; Therefore un+ 
tothee who art called Mayor, this is the word of the Lord God, 
Repent, repent, that thy tins may be blotred out and thy iniquity 
pardoned before the day of vengeance take hold upon thee, for 
the Cry of the Poor is gone up unto the Lord of Sabbaths, and he 
will enquire after thee, .and his hand will find.thee out, for Cain 
was a Murtherer, and his Brothers- bloud cryed againſt him, and 
the Lord enquired after him and found himour, and his fin was 
charged upon him,and the judgement of God went forth againſt 
him, and then he cryed char his puniſhment was greater then he 
could bear; Pur not this far from thee, but read it near thee, 

or the Root of Cain 1s in thee ,. and: thy fruits have made it 
manifeſt, and without ſpeedy repentance, his puniſhment will 
fall upon thee, becauſe thou haſt ſer thy heart ro do wickedly. 

And all people both old and young, who were in this diſperate 

wickednefle, either with your hands or hearts, you are by us pit= 
. tied, whom you ſo much wronged 3 for ſad is-your ſtates when 1t is 
rruly-conſidered, and if you do not repent you will all periſh, for 
the Righteous God judgeth righteouſly, and will lay the wicked» 
neſſe of the wicked upon their own heads, andturn them all in- 
to Hell, becauſe heis forgotten by them; Then how can you e(- 
cape who commit fin with greedinefſe, and runs to do violence 
with both hands, performing the miſchief of your hearts againſt 
the Innocent who ſeeks no revenge upon you, but rather that ye 
might cometo repentance, & eſcape the ftierceneſs of Gods wrath, 
which will ſpeedily overtake you if you goon in your wickedneff, 
and there ſhall be none found to deliver you, for he whom you 
ferve is the God of this World, and he hath dominion over you, «+ 
and at his will he hath you captive, and you are his ſervants, de- 
lighting your hearts in wickednefſe , and loving evil more then 


goodneſs; Therefore wo is unto you from the Lord God, becauſe

Now read yourſelves and ſee whoſe oft-ſpring you are, for Caiz

Will it not be the Lake that burneth,' where there 
will be weeping and wailing ,and gnaſhing of teeth ? -yea, know 1t 
from the Lord God, that this will be the portion of all the ungod- 
ly,and into this pit will you fall without ſpeedy repentance ; and 
do not count us your enemies becauſe we tell you the Truth,

when Paul preached unto them Jeſus and the Reſurreftion , they

' tient, andſuffered him to depart in peace, As 17. but you with- 
out an enquiry after what was declared, fell into rudeneſie, and 
would neither hear yourſelves, nor ſuffer others to hear, bur laid 
violent hands on us, and with much cruelty did drive us away, 
andcaulſequs to depart out of your Town , and the duſt of our 
feet we ſhake oft againſt you fora. witneſſe, & except you repent, it 
will be more calle for Sodom in the day of judgement then for you. 
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And we have TROOP: +BY and'dobkear theſe thingy 
i90patience, looking untc him who is gone before us, who endured 
'the Crofle and deſpiſed the ſhame, and chrough ſufferings was 


made perfe&t, and neither cryed nor lift up his voice, butasa 


Lamb was he led to the.ſlaughter, and in patience drank the Cup 


which the Father gave him to drink, and all that have followed ' 
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him in Ages and Generations paſt, have ſuffered the like things-by |. 


' thelike Generation, being perſecuted, tormented and afii;&ed, 


and yet overall rejoyced ; and thisis not a new thing which you 


have done to us, but hath from Cazy deſcended, and amongſt you | 
is found alive in Caizs root, whoſe off-ſpring you are ; and though 


. we haveſuffered mnch by you, yer we do not threaten you, but 
commits our Cauſe unto him that Judgeth righceouſly, who by 


_— the Arm of his Power delivered us out of your wicked hands,and ' 
gives us peace in our patient ſufferings to his everlaſting praitfe : 
And ſo the words .of Truth declared in Matth,y. 10, 11,12. are_ 


ſealed unto us in the eternal Spirit, Bleſſed are they: (faith Chriſt ) 


who ſuffer perſecution for Righteouſneſs ſake, for theirs is the Kingdom of 
Heaven : Bleſſed are ye when men revile you, aud perſecute you, and ſay 
all manner of evil againſt you falſly for my ſake : Rejoyce and be glad,. for * 

= ſo perſecuted they the Prophets which 


were before you.
